scale I celebrated my birthday, and 
came down to breakfast to find an interest- 
ing basket on my chair. [I lifted the cover 
and out popped the most adorable terrier 
pup! 1 have named him “ Kerry, and my 
natural interest in the care of dogs has now 
become an vbsession. 

Kerry is still too small to live in a kennel, 
but [ am h*ving one made on the most ap- 
proved lines—he is not going to be merely a 
fireside pet, or he would catch cold in this 
uncertain climate. 

The kennel is to be fixed on a concrete 
foundation or platform, on the highest spot 
in the garden, so that puddles will not ac- 
cumulate near by, and away from trees, so 
that dripping in tainy weather will not soak 
into his ‘‘ house,” 


Kerry’s “ Villa.” 


To one kind friend, who offered me ‘‘a 
perfectly splendid barrel ” as a kennel, I had 
to explain tactfully that barrels and packing 
cases are cruelty to dogs, who, if they are to 
be happy and healthy, must have room to 
stand up, turn and shake themselves in their 
sleeping quarters 

Over the concrete will be placed a wooden 
sleeping bench that/can be lifted out for clean- 
ing, and Kerry’s bedding will be, as now, 
wheaten straw, changed once a week, Hav 
gets foul and sodden, while cloth bedding is 
liable to harbour insects. 

Insects, by the way, should be specially 
guarded against by the dog-owner in summer 
by spraying the kennel periodically with 
paraffin and lime-washing it now and then. 

Grooming is, of course, very important to 
the happiness of a dog. Five minutes’ dailv 
toilet with brush, comb and hand-glove will 
keep any breed of dog spruce and clean. Too 
frequent bathing, it was impressed on me by 
the donors of Kerry, is not geod for dogs. 


Order of the Bath. 


Even when one’s young vagabond rolls in 
the mud, his ‘‘ wash and brush-up”’ must be 
done with care—-warm water containing a 
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dog soap should he used. 

You must not lather a dog all over at 
once. Begin with the legs and tail, then 
the body, and last the head, and wipe off 
the lather gradnally as vou go, Then he 
aure to dry him properly, both after his 
bath and after a walk in the dain; for if 
you let him shiver he will get colds and 
ehuls and other ailments. 

For a special ‘‘dry clean ' the best thing 
to use is hot bran, rubbed well into the 
coat and then brushed ent thereaghy. For 
white dogs vou can use boric powder instead 
of bran to smarten up the coat 

Last, but by no means least, enmes the 
question of food. Most peope, [ think, are 
very thoughtless about feeding a dog. He 
should never be fed on mashy stuff, and 
never, no matter how he pleads, should he 
be given tit-hits,

Spartan Diet. 


Two good meals in the day will keep a 
dog fit—a breakfast of dry biscuit (which 
cleans his teeth) and an evening meal of 
meat, preferably a beef bone with some gristle, 
raw meat and fat on it, form the ideal menu. 


Rabbit bones and chicken bones should be 
avoided, as they may splinter and cause 
serious trouble; and I have been exhorted te 
remember that bones with all the juices 
boiled out of them are as useless to a dog as 
to a human being.

dren’s teeth cannot be over-emphasised. 

Few parents realisé that children’s 
teeth are soft and more porous than adults’, 
and, therefore, decay acts more rapidly. It 
is wrong that first teeth (or baby teeth) don’t 
matter. 

The Honorary Dental Surgeon to Queen 
Charlotte’s Hospital, London, agrees that 
children should have regular dental super- 
vision from the time their temporary teeth 
have appeared, which is about 24 months. 
In an article In Queen Charlotte’s quarterly 
magazine he says that the child should be 
seen three times a year, and lays stress on 
the fact that children at the age of two 
vears have not the fear complex of those 
of older years. They have not heard tales 
about the dentist, and if they can once make 
friends, they will disregard much tales. 

The importance of the temporary teeth, he 
adds. cannot be over-emphasised. lf one 
becomes sore, the child will bolt its food 
to prevent it coming in contact with the sore 
tooth. If the tooth is lost, the teeth on each 
side will take the line of least resistance 
and close together, so that there will not be 
sufficient room for the permanent tooth to 
come through in its proper place. Further, 
if the temporary tooth becomes diseased, it 
will, in all probability, affect the permanent 
tooth underneath, causing its improper 
development. 

“There must be complete co-operation of 
interest between the mother and the dentist, 
to ensure the child being taught the im- 
portance of proper growth and nourishment 
of bones and teeth. Make a friend of your 
dentist, and trust him implicitly ... you 
will be grateful for it in the future.”’ 

Such testimony as this cannot lightly be 
disregarded. Regular visits to the dentist 
and regular cleaning at home keep the white, 
pearly finish associated with beautiful teeth, 
assure a clean mouth, and prove the most 
important résistance to disease, the germs of 
which generally enter through the mouth. 
This is the time of the year when children 
can most readily visit the dentist—before 
school sessions are resumed. A visit now to

AUSTRIAN RAILWAYS. 


Travelling to Austria from England, via 
Dover, Ostend, through Belgium and Ger- 
many, one is struck, as soon as one crosses 
the German frontier, by the extgeme cleanli- 
ness of the ‘railway carriages aod the striking 
smartness and courtesy of the German raii- 
way officials—a remark which applies equally 
to the Austrians. The con‘rast is all the 
more marked as in Belgium |ittle attention 
is paid to the cleaning out cí the carriages, 
and the railway officials, though efficient, have 
not the smartness nor the courteous manner 
of their colleagues over the border. 

In Austria hardly anyone ever thinks « 
travelling first class, unless it be to qualify 
for a sleeper to oneself. Second class is, 
therefore, the most popular. The compart-

Mr. P. k. Warner, the former Middlesex 
and England cricketer, and chairman of 
the present Selection Committee, who was 
born in the island of Trinidad in the West 
Indies, made his earliest attempts at the 
art of batting under amusing circum- 
stances. itising before seven every morn- 
ing, and clad only in his nightshirt, he 
used to bat in a marble gallery of his 
home: to the bowling of a black boy named 
Killebree, or ‘‘ humming bird.” The 
glass windows of the bedrooms, which ran 
along the gallery, were often broken, but 
parental anger was always averted by the 
black bowier, who used to plead as 
follows: '' Beg pardon, sir, but I tell 
you, sir, Mr. Pelham he make a fine bat, 
sir. when he grow up.’’ 

Turning to Australia for examples, I 
learn that the great Victor Trumper’s 
excellence against fast bowling could be 
#ttributed to the fact that, when at Crow 
Street School, Sydney, he used to hammer 
away at the fast bowlers in the asphalt 
playground, with a bat as his only pro- 
tection. C. G. Macartney, the ‘‘ Governor-

matches by taking part in impromptu 
lunch-hour games on the wharves of 
Sydney Harbour. The equipment on these 
occasions ccnsisted of a bat and ball, 
with a bag of chaff doing duty as a 
wicket, and a pitch of unevenly laid hard.

live cattle to Great Britain. and with the 
renewal of this trade a calling which in 
former years attracte? some very dis- 
similar types will be revived. I -refer. to 
the cattle hands who look after the stock 
on the journey across the Atlantic. 

The cattle hand was at one time one of 
the most interesting characters to be found 
afloat. and the occupation was recognised 
as a standard method of working a passage 
from Canada to Great Britain. ost. of 
the hands who looked after the cattle only 
stayed for one trip. John Masefield, the 
present Poet Laureate, worked his passage 
thus, and many other authors have been 
glad to obtain the job at one time or 
another, incidentally incorporating their 
experiences in their books. The job was a 
hard one; for, though the - handa were 
signed as members.of the crew, they looked 
after the cattle only, and had to do all 
the feeding, watering, and cleaning; and 
give any veterinary work necessary. The 
toughest duty was to get out the casualties 
from the midst of the tightly packed 
beasts and to throw the carcases over- 
hoard—sometimes in the midst oí a howl- 
ing gale—not pleasant work, but it had 
to be done whatever the weather. 

When first the business started any- 
body was signed on, but so many cattle 
were lost through the use of inexperienced 
labour that a slight test of applicants’ 
ability.to deal with cattle was instituted. 
The test, however, was not severe, and the 
cattle hands remained. a very mixed crowd, 
including al] sorts of men, from broken 
down professional men to tramps and 
criminals.

Tie daring exploits of aviators give those 
‘comfort of plush-upholstered seats all 


the “' thrills’ that the average human being 


ever desires. In such films as ‘‘ The White 
Hell of Pitz Palu,’’ or “ Hell’s Angels,’’ these 
spectacular. feats of aviation held audiences in 
thrilled suspense for the greater part of the 
picture, and so daring were the exploits that 
a crash seemed imminent at any moment. 


These feats are of the most daring kind, but 
they seem to be almost commonplace com- 
pared with those of the camera man who record 


them. It is reported that six cameramen now 
employed in the making of a new aviation film 
have to do their work while strapped to the 
landing-gear of aeroplanes, or secured to the 
wings to take the pictures of ‘planes swooping 
down from great heights. For one of the 


scenes in this film thé camera man allowed 


himself to be strapped to the landing-gear of 


the aeroplane, which dropped like lead for 
about seven thousand feet, and flattened again 


over a target a short distance from the 
the camera man kept his camera 
working steadily and in correct focus through- 
out this terrifying ordeal. So, while watch- 
ing the thrilling manceuvres of the '' stars ” 
some little thought might be given occa- 
sionally to the risks taken by those who make 


the thrilling scenes possible. 


By a new device which has been brought 
into use by British International Pictures it 
will be possible to give to films something of 
the mobility of the old silent picture. With 
the coming of the “ talkies ’’ it was necessary 
to keep within range of the microphone, and 
in conséquence smaller sets had to be taken 
and artists found their freedom much con- 
stricted. The new invention, which is a kind 
of combined reflector and microphone, is so 
arranged that it can be moved to any part of 
the studio where it is needed, and its range 
is reputed to be about double that of the older 
arrangement of a fixed microphone. This in- 
vention should enable British International to 
get in front of the Hollywood producers for 
some time, and should make it possible to 
secure crowd effects more easily.

300 tons, worth $60,000,000, the booty of 
famous freebooters like Thompson and Davis. 
Wealthy citizens of Peru are said to have 
added to this rich store by hiding there jewels 
and gold in the revolution of 1883. Colonel 
Leckie has sailed direct to Costa Rica, where 
his expedition will be joined by a party of 
nine Costa Rican soldiers to protect the 
interests of that country.

THE RAILWAYS’ DIFFICULTIES 


A. Loss to the South : 


Development :

CORK, Sunday. 

i” came as a shock, though not 

altogether as a surprise, to hear that 
some branch lines in County Cork may 
have to close down in the near future. 
With its revenue steadily falling, the 
railway company obviously had to take 
some drastic step, though, perhaps, none 
of us’ thought it would be so extreme 
as this. If these branches are closed 
down, it is unlikely that they will ever 
be opened again, as I believe that it is 
the company’s intention to remove the 
tracks. 

The railway is more vulnerable to com- 

tition in Cork than in almost any other 
rish centre, and a glance at the map 
reveals the reason. There are numerous 
branch lines in the county, none of which 
serves very populous districts. From Cork 
city branches run to Blarney, Donogh- 
more, Macroom, and Crosshaven, while 
there are offshoots from the Bandon line 
to Kinsale, Clonakilty, Courtmacsherry, 
Baltimore and Schull. 

These short lines could count on very 
little . traffic, and, even at the best of 
times, had great difficulty in paying their 
way. Some of them, indeed, were never 
intended to do so; they were managed 
on the ‘baronial gurantee’’ system, 
and their working losses were shouldered 
cheerfully by the ratepayer in return for 
the service they gave. Now the deficit 
has to be borne by the G.S.R., and the 
position is aggravated ten-fold by the 
buses and lorries. 


THE KINSALE SECTION. 


So far, definite action has been decided 
upon only in one case—that of the Kin- 
sale section, which will close down at 
the end of this month. Its loss is bound 
to be felt severely in that town, and may 
even be the means of saving the other 
branches. People anxious to avoid the 
same effects may be prepared to support 
their own: branch lines more fully, even 
at. a slight monetary loss to themselves. 
It is doubtful whether anything could 
resent ; 
for motor competition cannot boy- 
cotted. It has n suggested that some 
means might be found of bringing them 
back to their original status as baronial 
guarantee lines, and’ some such plan 
would seem to be the only hope for 
their survival. Whatever is done must 
be done quickly, as. the company 
evidently is determined to cut its losses. 


SOUTHERN RESOURCES, 


A man from Bandon’ points out that 
that district affords great facilities for a 
brick-making ‘industry, and asks why 
nothing is done about it. The same ques- 
tion might be put in ‘respect of half-a- 
dozen other districts in the South. County 
Cork itself is rich in minerals of every 
kind, which never have been exploited 
properly. The western coast has copper 
in abundance, and there are barytes, iron 
and coal as well. As regards brick- 
making, the factory at Youghal had the 
reputation of turning out the best bricks 
in Ireland ; but it has closed down. Only 
a few weeks ago somebody pointed out the 
great eps aa of the Cork Harbour 
area; but a.single pottery at Carrigaline 
is all that we can show for it. 

It is a perpetual mystery why no proper 
use can be made of our mineral resources ; 
for they never seem to be exploited with 
success. It may be that we have started

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of the required standard, and that the 
new regulation deprives them of their 
livelihood. 

As regards trading, the matter is un- 
important ; for the exports of “ farmers’ 
butter ” in 1929 were only 3,297 cwts. in 
a total of 560,482. At the same time, 
consideration must be shown to producers 
in backward areas, who find it hard 
enough to make a living in any case. 

It appears that the regulation was con- 
tained in the Dairy Produce Act of 1929, 
but that the Minister agreed to defer its 
application for two years in order to give 
the farmers time to come up to the 
standard. This period has now elapsed, 
but the farmers, whether through in- 
ability or laziness, have been unable to 
improve the quality of their goods. 

The County Committee of Agriculture 
has made the sensible suggestion that 
action should be deferred for a further six 
months, and that in the meantime 4 
Government inspector should be sent down 
to find out how matters really stand. A 
recent letter from Mr. Hogan implies, 
howe -er, that the Ministry are not pre- 
pared to wait any longer. He holds out 
the small consolation that the standard 
“will be interpreted leniently for some 
time to come.” 


THE WEST WATERFORDS 


The passing of the West Waterfords is 
to be regretted ; for it was one of the oldest- 
established packs in Ireland. The pack, 
horses and equipment are to be sold at 
Cappoquin on Wednesday Hunting

[he cattle classes showed an improvement 
in numbers and quality. Shorthorns, Here- 

ds and Averdeen-Angus were well repre- 
sented in the pure-bred section, with pure or 
non-pedigree shorthorns dominating the 
registered dairy classes. All of these were 
distinctly on the up-grade. When the Irish 
Shorthorn Breeders’ Association silver medal. 
for the best shorthorn was awarded to Mr. 
H. A. Williams for his seven-year-old roan 
cow, Empress Lady, as against Mr. Patrick 
Phelan’s two-year-old bull Croagh Double 
Dairy, there was plenty of ringside comment, 
but no fault could be found with the decision, 
as the female undoubtedly scored. She is a 
heautiful roan, of nice conformation, and has 
a milk record of 1,031 gallons in forty-two 
weeks. The bull made a strong reserve. A 
nice bull-calf of the Vine family, from Mr. 
W. J. Hayes, was awarded the Aberdeen- 
\ncus Championship, while a two-year-old 
hull trom Mr. J. H. Wallace won the Here- 
ford Championship. Mr. B. C. Williams had 
the best calf in the show, a nice shorthorn by 
Pomeroy King’s Messenger. 

A striking feature here was the exhibit 
of six calves owned by members of the show 
Committee’s Calf Club. This is the first club 
of its kind in the Irish Free State. It was 
organised last March, when calves were dis- 
tri-uted to boys, who agreed to pay for them 
in fall at the end of twelve months. The 
esult has been so gratifying that it is hoped 

extend the club to girls in the future. This 
is not the only example of pioneer work by 
the Committee of this show. In 1886 the then 
(ommittee inaugurated a scheme for premium 
bulls. which was taken up a year later by the 
Royal Dublin Society, and administered 
by that body until the formation of the 
Department of Agriculture. Last May the 
(ommittee was responsible for organising the 
first excursion of farmers to the Dublin 
Spring Show, over a thousand travelling. it 
is, therefore, an extremely active organisa- 
tion with a most efficient Hon. Secretary in 
Mr. James P. Cross. ‘With the assistance 
of some excellent stewards, to-day’s arrange- 
ments worked extremely well. 

A feature of the educational exhibit staged 
by the North Tipperary County Committee 
of Agriculture was the display of seed-testing. 
Here the farmers saw seed grain under the 
gcrminating test, and from the results 
o! tained it was clear that the quality of grain 
cannot be judged by colour alone. The treat- 
ment of pastures was also demonstrated. 
Poultrylkeepers, likéwise, found much to 
interest them, birds that have done well ‘in 
the laying test at the Munster Institute, and 
iso specimens of birds reared at egg stations, 
being penned as examples to follow. Inci- 
den‘ally, hints were given regarding the 
treatment of poultry in health and disease,

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—In reply to the letter of your 
correspondent ‘‘ Disappointed,’ in this days 
issue of your paper, 1 would hke to point 
out that the Game Laws of the Free State 
have been codified, and are embodied in the 
Game Preservation Act, 1930. It would not 
be possible to print even an epitome of the 
Act on the back of a firearm certificate. 
When the Act became law last year my 
Association published, in chart form, a sum- 
mary of the Act, which General O'Duffy, 
Chief Commissioner of the Garda Siochana, 
approved; and distributed a copy to every 
Guard barracks im the Free State, and, in 
addition, the open seasons for all classes of 
game and wild fowl, protected in the new 
Act, were extensively advertised by us in 
the Dublin and provincial papers.

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MORE TROUBLE. 


POLICE RUSHED FROM 
- BELFAST. 


Trouble broke out again in Portadown 
late last night, when large crowds, ap- 
parently from surrounding districts, 
marched round the town and smashed the 
a of séveral shops, one of which was 
ooted. 


During the disturbances Head Constable 
Gosmeli was injured by a bottle. 


Some of the crowd seized a handcart, 


which was used as a battering ram at the 
gates of the convent, but the gates with- 
stood the attack. 


Lorry loads of police were rushed from 
Belfast, and Special Constables were 
mobilised. 
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and the strains of “ The Wearing of the 
Green,” “ A Nation Once Again ” were 
greeted with the singing of “ Dolly’s 
Brae’’ and “ Derry Walls.’’ ‘Party cries 
were screeched throughout the day, and at 
intervals crowds were to be seen punishing 
each other severely. 

Towards evening 
worked themselves 
attacks became more frequent.

Belfast. These arrived in Crossley 
tenders about seven o'clock, but by 
that time the situation had eased con- 
siderably.

STONE-THROWING. 

‘Considerable damage was done in the 
city. At the junction of Thomas street 
and Scotch street stone-throwing. was 
resorted to by the crowds, and in business 
premises in the area plate glass windows 
were smashed. The shops of Messrs. 
Whitsitt and of Messrs. Walker Brothers, 
Ltd., were badly damaged. Quite a number 
of people were treated for minor injuries 
received in the scuffles, but no arrests were 
made. 

The crowds began to dwindle towards 
seven o'clock, and about eight o'clock, 
when the ’buses and special trains had left, 
the city began to assume a normal state 
again. Later in the night, however, a 
public-house owned by a Catholic in 
Scotch street was attacked and the 
windows smashed, presumably as a reprisal 
for the damage done to the premises of 
Messrs. Whitsitt and Walker. 

Later in the night came the news that 
trouble had broken out in Portadown. It 
appears that when a 'bus arrived there 
the members were attacked, and there was 
a general mélée. 


AT PORTADOWN. 


When I reached Portadown, near mid- 
night, I found the place in a state of chaos. 
The streets were filled with seething 
masses of humanity, representative of both 
the Roman Catholic and Protestant 
element. 

Everywhere ugly mobs were busily 
engaged, and taking a fiendish delight in, 
smashing up house property. 

Sticks, stones, bottles and a variety of 
weapons were used in this orgy of destruc- 
tion. The police were. powerless in the 
matter, and could only do some little 
work in preventing the rival factions 
coming to close grips. 

All around the public thoroughfares 
are strewn with. broken glass, and the 
houses in some areas look as though they 
had suffered from the effects of an eart 
tremor. " 

The trouble started about 9 p.m., when

TE Northern motor race week, which 
will come to a culmination on 
Saturday next with the International 
Tourist Trophy Race over the Ards 
cireuit, opened on Saturday with the 
hill-climbing competition of the Ulster 
Automobile Sports Club at Craigantlet. 
Situated on the outskirts of Belfast and 
within walking ‘distance of the tram-line, 
the venue was a very convenient one, and, 
as a consequence, the attendance of 
spectators was large, both sides of the 
hill being well lined, from the starting 
point to the finish. The conduct of the 
event left nothing to be desired. and the 
various classes were brought to issue 
without accident. —' 

With the exception of a private owners’ 
handicap, with which the proceedings 
were brought to a close, all the events 
were scratch races. There were two main 
divisions—for standard touring cars, and 
for standard sports cars—and each was 
sub-divided into classes, according to the 
cubic capacity of the competing machines. 

While the entries for some of the 
classes were not as large as the pro- 
moting club might have desired, the 
sport, taken all round, was up to a good 
standard, and the afterncon was made 
notable by the breaking of t:e “ record ”’ 
for the hill which Earl Howe set up last 
year. Driving a car of his own manu- 
facture, Mr. Richard G. J. Nash took no 
less than nine seconds off Farl Howe’s 
time of a year ago, ascending the hill at a 
speed of 45.77 miles an hour. There were 
occasional showers of rain during the pro- 
gress of the racing, and while the sur. 
face of the road did not become dangerous. 
the times would have been faster but for 
the weather. 

In the smallest of the touring car 
classes, for cars up to 860 c.c., Mr. Gi. 
R. Hamilton’s Austin proved the fastest 
of the four cars of that make opposed 
to him. A Wolseley Hornet, driven by 
Mr. H. V. Sloane, won the 1,500 c.c. class. 
and the unlimited capacity class was won 
by a Lancia, with Mr. Charles G. Neill 
at the wheel. 

The classes for standard sports cars 
were productive of excellent racing. Mr.

The pair were second and third, 
respectively, to Mr. R. G. J. Nash in the 
unlimited c.c. class of the division. 

The handicaps for the private owners’ 
handicap were based on the performances 
of the cars in the preceding events, with 
the proviso that any driver improving on 
his time by a greater margin than five 
per cent, would be disqualified. Mr. 
Mason, on a Mércédes, won the event; 
but he did better time than the permitted 
five per cent., and the award went to Mr. 
Cupples, on an M.G. 

Mr. Wisdom: made the second fastest 
time of the afternoon, getting within 1 2-5 
secs. of Earl Howe’s “ record.” On cross- 
ing the line at the finish.

“THE PROFESSOR 
AND THE HELMET.” 


MYSTERIOUS AFFAIR 
THRILLS PARIS.

PARIS, Sunday. 
A MYSTERY with bizarre features 
reminiscent of a Sherlock Holmes 
story is giving rise to wild speculations 
in Paris. 

A month ago a young man named 
Christian Navarre, the son of a rich 
manufacturer of Tours, disappeared after 
motoring with friends from La Baule to 
Saint Nazaire. His car was found empty 
on the rocks of the coast. 

Nothing was heard of him until two 
nights ago, when Christian knocked ut 
the door of his fiancée’s home in a Paris 
eaburb in a pitiable condition. Dazed. 
haggard and emaciated, with his  eye- 
hrows shaved, his hair torn out, and with 
scalp wounds, and a strange violet ring 
around his forehead, he could only mutter 
repeatedly, ‘‘ Oh, the professor and the 
helmet !”’ 

Nothing was in his pockets except a 
notebook, filled with illegible sertbble, in 
which the words, “ You Frenchmen, ao 
away.’’ recurred like a leit mofif, 

Christian was taken home to Tours in 
a motor ambulance yesterday. He 
struggled hard against being placed in the 
ambulance, shrieking ‘‘ No motor car! No 
motor car!” 

He has not yet regained lucidity. 

It is suggested that the youth may have 
fallen into the hands of a maniac, who 
practised mysterious pseudo-scientific ex- 
periments on him. 

A more plausible explanation would 
appear to be that he was driving back to 
La Baule at night time when he came 
into collision with another car, and that 
he was picked up injured and treated in 
a hospital, whence he escaped, and found 
his way in a _ semi-conscious con- 
dition to his fiancée’s home. In that 
case the “ Professor’’ would be the doctor 
and the ‘‘helmet’’ a head bandage. 

The young man is now lying at his 
home at Tours, and is still in a demented 
condition. He was visited this afternoon 
by a mental specialist, who, after making 
a thorough examination, stated that M. 
Navarre was suffering from a _ cerebral 
disturbance which he thought might right 
itself in a short time.

such a position, though undoubtedly 
serious, might not by itself have created a 
grave emergency, but its coincidence with 
a financial and industrial crisis, world- 
wide in scope, and almost unparalleled in 
severity, has given such a shock to British 
credit that, unless immediate steps are 
taken to remedy the situation, the 


stability of the whole financial system of ' 


the country will be seriously imperilled. 
On that point there is no longer any 
room for doubt. Unless the Budget is 
balanced immediately it will no longer be 
possible to avoid a depreciation of the 
currency and all the manifold evils which 
that would entail. Now, Budgets can only 


be balanced by cutting down expenditure, 
or by increasing taxation, and the choice 
between these two methods is the choice 
between salvation and disaster. That is 
why the vague phrases about equal 
sacrifice, which have obtained so wide a 
currency during the past week, have to-day 
an ominous sound. Jn view of the already 
intolerable burdens which have been im- 
posed upon the direct taxpayer during the 
past. decade, it is absolutely imperative 
that budgetary equilibrium should be 
attained as far as possible by economy. 

The. various fields in which economy 
can be achieved have already been 
indicated in no uncertain voice in the 
majority report of the May Committee, 
which was set up to make recommenda- 
tions for effecting forthwith all possible 
reductions in the national expenditure on 
supply services, having regard especially 
to the present and prospective position of 
the revenue. Though it may be possible 
to disagree in detail with this or that 
proposal made by the Committee. there 
is no doubt whatever that economies up 
to the total suggested can, and should, be 
enforced, 

Even if this task were accomplished. 
there would still be a large gap in the 
national accounts which would have to be 
covered, but that gap would be appreciably 
lessened, even if it could not be entirely 
filled, by a favourable conversion of the 
war debt. It is essential, therefore, that 
any fresh taxation which it may be found 
necessary to impose shall be of such a 
nature that it will neither abolish nor ‘n 
any way impair the prospects of conver- 
sion. 

It would be idle to suppose, adds The 
Times, that the business of effecting the 
drastic economies which are necessary will 
be an easy one for any Government. 
The cutting down of expenditure is 
always an invidious task, especially for an 
Administration which has hitherto pinned 
its faith upon the bottomless nature of the 
public purse. Nevertheless, Mr. Mac- 
donald has had the wisdom to grapple with 
his problem. promptly, and there is no 
reason why he should not succeed, pro- 
vided that he has the courage to choose the 
right road.

DR. 8. MCC, BOYD. 


Dr. Shepherd McCormick Boyd, whose death 
has taken place at his residence, 7 Springfield 
avenue, Harrogate, was the son of Dr. John 
Boyd, of New Ross, Wexford, and at one time 
took a prominent part in Irish athletics. 

He qualified in 1880 at the Royal College of 
Surgeons, Ireland, and took his oer of 
the Royal College of Surgeons in 1883.

The damage resulting from the display 
of religious feeling in Portadown on Satur- 
day night can safely be said to run into at 
least £2,000. It was the first time in the 
history of such demonstrations in Ireland 
that a Roman Catholic. church has 
suffered, even though only. to h 
extent of a  wigidow being broken. 
I was inf i: y that for 
some time last ‘night e situation 
outside the church which is in Thomas 
street was rather serious, and the police 
had difficulty in preventing the crowd from 
doing damage to the building. The mob 
then gave vant to, their feelings by attack- 
ing Patrick's Hall, which is just 
opposite the church. This building was 
taken possession of by the Protestants, apd 
every window was smashed, while furni- 
ture was badly damaged. The place looks 
a ruin to-day, and at least £200 will be 
required to re-fit it. The hall also bore 
traces of efforts having been made to burn 


it. 
CONSTABLES INJURED. 


When the riot broke out there were only 
about ten policemen in the town, but re- 
inforcements were soon drafted in from 
Belfast. The police, who endeavoured to 
keep the parties apart, were attacked, and 
two constables were rather severely injured 
with stones and bottles. 

County Inspector Harrison, who had 
arrived with the re-inforcements, was 
knocked down in the street and badly 
beaten, and but for the action of a con- 
stable in throwing himself on his superior 
to protect him the County Inspector would 
have had a worse time. 

When a 'bus arrived in the town from 
Lurgan, where there had been neither 
trouble nor demonstration, the crowd 
which had collected in the market square 
surrounded it and some of their members 
boarded it, They singled out three of the 
male occupants, whom they beat severely. 
When the police succeeded in clearing the 
hostile crowd from the ‘bus, which was 
badly.smashed, they told the three beaten 
men to lie flat in the vehicle, and in this 
EA they were forced to remain for two 

ours while the police guarded them from 
further injury. 


UGLY CROWDS. 


The crowds. continued in an ugly mood 
throughout the night, and eheral baton 
charges wete made, A number of shots 
were fired in the air, but this was only 
done in an ‘endeavour to frighten the 
howling mobs. It was not, however, until 
about one o'clock this morning that the 
streets were cleared, and the town 
resumed its normal quiet. 

The entire disturbance seemed to be 
caused by a band of inexperienced youths 
who were leaderless and without organisa- 
tion. It is pitiful to see the damage 
wrought, and to think of the burden that 
will have to be borne by the ratepayers 
of Armagh County as a result of the 
depredations of a band of hooligans, who, 
of themselves, contribute little, if any- 
thing, to the rates of any county. 

Mr. Andy Jordan, the caretaker of St. 
Patrick's Hall; which is the centre for 
the Catholic Young Men’s Association, 
told me that he and five members were 
in the hall when the attack was made. 
The five members got out by the back of 
the premises, but Jordan returned to turn 
off the gas at the meter. In doing this he 
was caught, and roughly handled, but, 
through the intervention of a member of 
the raiding party, got off. without serious 


injury. 
IN LISBURN. 


Churches, convent and pubile houses 
were attacked alike in Lisburn. What- 
ever justification there may have been 
for the disturbances in Armagh and 
Portadown, on religious basis, or because 
of the fact that hostile mobs were fight- 
ing with each other. there is none for the 
occurrences in Lisburn. No demonstra- 
tions were being held near this little 
town, nor was there any flaunting of 
flags or colours. For that reason trouble 
was far from the minds of most of 
the inhabitants. 

About eleven o'clock on Saturday 
night, however, a band of about four or 
five hundred men, mostly from the-county 
areas, made their presence felt in the 
town. Without any warning they pro- 
ceeded along the streets, and with sticks 
and stones they smashed the windows. of 
Catholic business premises. Not satis- 
fied with this, the party, who met with 
no opposition other than that of the 
police, made towards the Catholic church. 
Here they smashed the windows of the 
parochial house. Several stones . were 
hurled, which smashed the stained glass 
windows of the church, and the windows 
of St. Joseph’s Hall also suffered at the 
hands of the wreckers.

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DECLINE OF FISHING |. 


INDUSTRY. 
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Rr A Speciat, CORRESPONDENT. 
A “ses to the people of . Howth, 


suggests two thoughts—holiday-makers 


of revenue the majority of them depend for 
their existence during the remainder of the 
ear. And now, after watching the rstiirs 
steadily decrease for the last three er four 
years, fishermen and hotel proprietors agree 
that in 1951 new low levels have been 
reached. This is unmistakably reflected in 
the appearance of the town on any week-day 
afternoon. : : 
Every hotel, boarding-house, and restaurant 
in the town has the game story to tell—a 
story of empty rooms and desertéd tables. 
About four years ago the bookings were 
exceptionally heavy, and this was taken as an 
indication that Howth was at the beginning 
of a new ‘‘ boom ’’ as a holiday resort. Since 
then, however, every year has seen a diminv. 
tion in the number of visitors. 


HOTEL PROPRIETOR’S VIEW. 

“Tt is easy to guggest reasons for this 
state of. affairs,” said one “hotel proprietor 
with whom the position was discussed. ‘‘ Most 
of them are common to all seaside places, and 
are unavoidable; but many are peculiar to 
Howth, and could, with a little enterprise, be 
overcome. Certainly it is not because we have 
not good scenery, nor is it because our charges: 
are excessive. In the best hotels here it is 
possible to get full board at the height of the 
season for about three guineas a week, and 
there are cheaper places to suit all kinds of 
visitors. 

‘The principal reason for this decline, of 
course, is trade depression. Years we did 
well out of American tourists, but their num- 
bers have dwindled extraordinarily in the past 
two vears. Then each year now sees fewer 
and fewer English people coming over, owing 
to the amount of unemployment across the 
Channel. Bad weather has also had a lot to 
do with it. 

‘Because of the growing popularity of 
motoring, many people who might be expected 
to stay here for a fortnight or three weeks 
now spend only a single night in the town 
while ee thoamh on a tour. But, 
personally, I think that the present position 
is largely due to the town’s lack of attrac- 
tions. 

‘‘Hardly any of the seaside resorts in North 
County Dublin has proper provision. for the 
entertainment of visitors, and it is significant 
that they are all very seriously affected by 
this slump in tourists. Howth has not. a 
single band concert during the season, “nor 
has it any other attraction: of a similar kind. 
Unfortunately, too, the sea baths have been 
allowed to fall into a bad ‘state, and are not 
now fit for use, although they once were very 
popular.”’ 


THE FISHING INDUSTRY. 

Shopkeepers . have a double grievance. 
They have been affected not only the lack 
of holiday visitors, bat also by the serious 
decline in the fishing industry, which used to 
provide employment for a t ‘number of 
people. How. serious ‘the falling-off has been 
was learned from~Mr., Poole, the Harbour- 
Master at Howth. 

The average catch this season, he said, runs 
to only about five crans for each boat. Last 
year, poor as the catches were, they totalled 
2.516 crans for the eight or ten weeks that 
the season lasted. The fishermen were more 
successful than this year, though they are 
consoled now by the fact that their fish is 
realising rather better prices. 

Two hundred crans of fish were sometimes 
brought in by a single trawler four or five 
years ago, but now it is a cOmimon experience 
for the whole fleet of eighteen boats to be out 
all night’ and to return with less than thirty 
crans between them. This includes mackerel, 
which sell for about sixty shillings a cran, 
as well as herrings, which fetch about seventy 
shillings a-cran,.... . 

“How do. you explain this -extraordinary 
falling-off?"’ I asked a fisherman. 

““ There are two reasons,” he said: “ poach- 
ing by foreign trawlers, which has become 
very bad, and lack-of equipment. With so 
manv foreigners coming into our waters, the 
fishing there gets very poor, and we our- 
selves, on account of the deficiencies of our 
beats and of our other equipment, cannot get 
more than about twenty-five miles out to sea. 
If we could get a little farther out we should 
probably find plenty of fish. Our troubles are 
not caused by any shortage of fish in the sea. 

“We dre hoping,” he added, “that we 
shall get some a8sistanee in this regard from 
the new Sea Fisheries Association. They 
have been holding meetings in this neighbour- 
nood, and at one of them it was pointed out, 
in order to illustrate tle decay of the fishin 
ndustry all over Ireland, that, althoushs 
500.000 people were employed in it some 
vears ago, there are new ‘only about 6,000 
fishermen in the whole of Ireland. That 
shows how itmportant the matter is.”
